The tax 
payers of Wheeling 
township have the opportunity of 
studying the proposed budget for 
1939-1940 prior to its adoption at 
the* annual 
town 
meeting next 
Tuesday. A public hearing will be 
held at one o clock of that day. I he 
budget is on the bulletin board of 
the Arlington Heights municipal 
building, where the hearing and 
town meeting will occur. 
Mr. Gratiot, on whom fell the 
responsibility for preparing the 
budget, used as a guide, the ex­ 
penses of the past year. Readers 
of this paper are more or less 
familiar with the general expenses 
of the township, but the figures on 
the relief cost reveal a deficit that 
should receive consideration at the 
annual meeting. 
Mr. Grandt’s budget calls for 
total receipts from town relief levy 
and the state, $34,488. The cost of 
the relief is 
given at 
$43,593. 
There exists a deficit of $7,OOO ac­ 
cumulated over the 
past three 
years, but which was increased by 
$3,000 during 1938. 
In a break down of the relief ac­ 
count, the budget shows that the 
30c relief tax levy for 1938. upon 
which taxes are about to be col­ 
lected, amount to $14,971. 
The 
budget estimates that the actual 
amount to be received by the town­ 
ship will be about $11,000. Banks 
hold $9,000 in tax w arrants against 
this collection. 
The only way that outstanding 
orders can be paid, is the immedi­ 
ate issuance and sale of 197*9 tax 
warrants, which means that 1939 
tax money must •be used to pay 1938 
and prior obligations. 
lf a balanced budget is applied 
to 1939 there must be a reduction 
of nearly one half in 
relief ex­ 
penses.

Special Polling Place For

Strange as it may seem the law 
squires

There will probably be less than 
ten votes, hut otherwise those ten 
would he disfranchised. The poll­ 
ing place is at the residence of 
VV in.

The town meeting takes place 
next Tuesday when the tax payers 
have the opportunity to speak their 
piece in township affairs. The Her­ 
ald has attempted in recent weeks 
to keep the public informed regard­ 
ing m atters that should be dis­ 
cussed at that meeting. Iratest de­ 
velopments and attorney’s opinion 
have changed the picture somewhat 
but in the following concise state­ 
ments, this paper is attem pting to 
present pertinent facts regarding 
the latest developments. 
An appropriation ordinance pre­ 
pared by the Supervisor on which 
next year’s levy will be based, is 
on file at the municipal building. 
A public hearing on the ordin­ 
ance will be called at one o’clock 
Tuesday. Adoption of the ordin­ 
ance and passage of tax levy will 
occur during the meeting that will 
start at two o’clock. 
No provision is made in the or-, 
(finance for maintenance of local 
nursing service. If friends of the 
service desire the participation of 
the township in its maintenance, 
they should attend the hearing at 
one o’clock and attend the town 
meeting that follows. 
Supervisor Grandt informed the 
board of auditors that payment of 
refunds to the township would not 
be made until 
the courts 
had 
handled the case. 
The town clerk has made a form­ 
al demand on Mr. Grandt for the 
money. 
Attorney’ Thai advised the town 
board Tuesday night that the law' 
does not state how long a period 
must elapse after a demand is 
made before court action should 
be started. 
Attorney Thai has advised the 
board that a bond issue can not 
be made to pay tax warrants and 
that existing tax warrants must 
wait until taxes are received to 
retire them. 
Members of tho town board have 
advised the Herald that if holders 
of such warrants are patient, they 
will he ultimately retired with sur­ 
plus funds. 
The Herald has made a formal 
demand that no tax money for 
any year be used for payment of 
current bills until all tax w arrants 
of that particular year have been 
retired. 
A partial promise has been made 
that such a procedure would be 
followed. 
During the past year 
several hundreds of dollars of de­ 
linquent taxes were received yet 
little of it was used for payment 
of existing tax warrants of those 
years. 
lf tax warrants are issued in 
payment of $1,000 in bills approved 
by the town board Tuesday even­ 
ing, outstanding town warrants 
total nearly $7,000. 
A report prepared by* the super­ 
visor’s 
office 
regarding 
relief 
funds disclose that there are $7,- 
000 unpaid relief bills. The deficit 
covers several years. 
So far as the town board is con­ 
cerned they' 
are 
presenting 
no 
recommendation to the electors at 
the town meeting. 
Members of the town board ex­ 
p re s s ! their opinion Tuesday ev­ 
ening that township tax w arrants 
should be worth par at all times 
and there is no reason why holders 
should discount them.

Battle In County Building 
Against High Realty Values 


Vaporizer Causes 
Fire and Death of 
Young Child 


Tragedy visited the Glandt home 
at Highland Park last Wednesday 
when the nine month old hah’' bow 
only child of Mr. and Mrs. Harold 
Glandt, suffered burns which caused 
his death in a few hours. The baby 
was suffering with a cold and a 
vaporizer 
was 
placed 
near the 
child’s crib. The mother had gone 
out to do some shopping when the 
grandfather 
smelled 
smoke. 
He 
traced it to the bedroom and found 
the room in flames. He dashed in 
to pick up the baby followed by his 
wife, but too late 
to save 
the 
child’s life. 
Both grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Al. Glandt, received severe burns on 
their hands. The fire department 
was called to extinguish the blaze, 
which was traced to the vaporizer. 
Funeral services for 
the 
young 
child were held Friday afternoon. 


Vacant Lot Owners 
To Be Penalized 


Township assessors 
and their 
advisors are making a last stand 
against the cohorts of County’ As­ 
sessor Clark, who are waging a de­ 
termined effort to raise ground 
values in all suburbs above actual 
sale prices. A guy’ by the name of 
Sullivan lays down a gas barrage 
in strong words against the visit­ 
ors to the assessors office and al­ 
most insults the callers for even 
suggesting that the realty assess­ 
ment roll is fair on which they have 
spent hours and days in compiling. 
If the township assessors sur­ 
vive the shock troops that are hurl­ 
ed against them and do not imme­ 
diate capitulate to the demands of 
the county office, they’ are sent 
home with the ultimatum ‘‘raise the 
land values, or else—” 
As one of the members of the 
township advisory committee ex­ 
plained it, “those fellows in the 
county office will not listen to reas­ 
on. If one lot owner in any’ sub­ 
division dares to build himself a 
home, every other lot owner must 
suffer. It is similar to an air raid 
against the women and children.” 
Actual sale prices do not mean 
a thing to Clark’s office. The law 
saysj a “fair cash value,” but to 
hear Sullivan talk, owners of large 
tracts of vacant land have no more 
rights than the Jews in Germany. 
Sullivan and the others in Clark’s 
office 
make 
little 
attem pt 
to 
“prove” the values that they have 
arbitrarily' placed against proper­ 
ty, except to claim to have made 
a tour of investigation. 
If they 
chance to see a house in dim dis­ 
tance, up go the land values for 
blocks around. 
Monday’ they claimed to the Ar­ 
lington 
Heights committee 
that 
roads existed in a tract adjoining 
Sherwood, which is still vacant 
acreage. 
Scarsdale is their pet victim. 
They’ point to advertisements in 
Chicago newspapers about the val­ 
ue of homes in Scarsdale. If they 
had their way, taxes on vacant 
property in Scarsdale would be so 
high that there would not be any 
more building there. 
Four years ago. there was no ac­ 
tivity in that subdivision. 
There 
were many partially constructed 
houses open to the weather. Lots 
were a liability and not an asset. 
A low realty value was placed on 
the property for assessing pur­ 
poses. Since that time, the various 
interests 
owning 
obligations 
of 
Scarsdale got together and a build­ 
ing program was started, which has 
resulted in erection of many fine 
homes and the placing of many 
thousands of dollars on the tax 
books and more tax money for the 
local taxing bodies. 
Chicago is so far from Arlington 
Heights that Assessor Clark can not 
see that completed homes in which 
people live bring in more tax rev­ 
enue than do high values on va­ 
cant property' on which no taxes 
are paid. 
The principle on which Clark’s 
office is attempting to operate is 
all wrong. If the local 
assessors 
are not able to halt the aggres­ 
sion, there will 
be another 
tax 
strike in Cook county. 
Win. Malone and his state tax 
commission caused the first tax 
strike. John Clark will start the 
second one. 


No More “Fix” 
On Tax Penalties 
Says Toman 


The day of “fixing” tax penal­ 
ties and costs in Cook county is 
definitely over. 
The big tax payer who has let 
his bills run with the hope of get­ 
ting a favorable “settlement" from 
some one in power, is from now on, 
going to have to pay his taxes with 
any and all penalties and costs and 
is not going to be able to go on 
letting the small tux payer and 
home owner carry' the load alone. 
That was the cheering news giv­ 
en to the small taxpayers of Cook 
county, who have carried the bur­ 
den so long by county treasurer, 
John Toman, last Thursday even­ 
ing at a meeting of the town col­ 
lector’s association at the Sherman 
hotel. 
Mr. Toman was the honored 
guest of the evening and in his 
talk to the country town collectors 
he minced no words in saying that 
the “fixing” of taxes, penalties and 
costs was over in Cook county. 
Mr. Toman said such things had 
been done in the past, but he also 
said that when anyone who had 
had his taxes fixed, tried to renew 
a mortgage or sell his property, he 
would find that he still owed the 
“fixed” tax bill and that there was 
a cloud upon his property. 
The meeting of the town col­ 
lectors was the regular round up 
before starting the current collec­ 
tion and the collectors were given 
their final instructions by Auditor 
George Hagenauer and Attorney 
Sullivan 
of 
treasurer, 
Toman’s 
staff. 
The collectors elected Mr. Toman 
honorary president of their asso­ 
ciation and pledged him their loyal 
support in tax matters and in turn 
Mr. Toman told them they would 
have IOO per cent cooperation from 
his office.

amount to from $7 to $8 per acre.

valuations, 
however, it was a different story 
and the Village committee did the 
same as Palatine a couple of weeks 
ago, walked out and came home. 
Heavy increases demanded by 
the assessor’s office seemed too 
stiff to the local committee and 
the Village committee and the as­ 
sessor are going to make a further 
study of the situation before hav­ 
ing another round with the asses­ 
sor’s office.

chairman of the committee, and A. 
W. Codman, whose townships bor­ 
der on Barrington, remained to 
review the work that was being 
done on Barrington township.

largely accept Assessor Plagge’s 
figures. 
“Apparently' things are going 
along a whole lot better than they 
were when Palatine township was 
in,” Mr. Bergman stated. Consid­ 
erable discussion of valuing pas­ 
ture lands came up. This particu­ 
lar township, which is 
wooded, 
seems to have an aesthetic value 
since people are buying out in this 
section. 
It was pointed out bv 
Farm Adviser Hughes that ordin­ 
arily cows do not receive much 
benefit from beautiful scenery’ and 
that 
wooded 
pastures, 
although 
beautiful, are not to be classified 
with good plow land for profit. 
The apparent difficulty at the 
present time h the assessing of 
tracts bought for homes. 
It was 
pointed out ihat if assesments are 
made unduly high on people who 
are building in this territory, the 
migration can very easily switch 
to other counties in the vicinity of 
Chicago, and Cook County will not 
benefit from the increased taxes 
that might be anticipated over a 
reasonable figure. 
“While it is impossible to de­ 
termine just at the present time,” 
states Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes, 
“we feel that in 1939 assessments 
of farm land will be maintained at 
about the same figure as that of 
four years ago, and only slight in­ 
creases will be made in some cases. 
So far, tile closer in tracts of land 
have not been assessed and we are 
not sure just what kind of prob­ 
lems we will run into later on.”

Forest Preserve 
In New Warning 
Against Fire 


Because of the dryness of the 
grass and woods in the Forest Pre- 
serve District, Clayton F. Smith, 
president of the Board of Forest 
Preserve Commissioners, asks the 
I cooperation of citizens 
of Cook 
I county and visitors to the Forest 
Preserves to assist in the preven­ 
tion of fire. 
“Fire is the greatest enemy of 
the forests,” President Smith says. 
“The burning of grass in prairies 
and along highways as well as in 
front and back yards is not only 
dangerous, but an unwise proce­ 
dure because seed of the best qual­ 
ities of grasses suffer, and only the 
weeds and quack grass remain. 
People should refrain from start­ 
ing grass fires, for the sake of the 
new crop of grass,” he adds. 
Ald in minimizing forest preserve 
fires can be given by adhering to 
four simple rules: 
1. Build fires only in fire-ovens 
provided. 
See that the last live 
ember is stone dead before leaving. 
2. Do not throw away carelessly 
from automobiles lighted matches, 
cigarette or cigar butts or pipe 
heels, along the highways or in 
tile forests, most fires start from 
these causes. 
3. Break matches between the 
fingers. Then you will know they 
are out. Snuff out cigar, cigarette 
butts, and pipe heels. 
I. If you see a fire, try to ex­ 
tinguish it. Remember the Forest 
I’reserves belong to you. 
If the 
fire is beyond your control, phone 
Forest Preserve District headquar­ 
ters, Forest 4470 or Columbus 8400 
or the town or village fire depart­ 
ment. 
Fire destroys not only vegeta­ 
tion, but wild life that nests on 
the floor of the forests and small 
animals that make their homes on 
the ground. Nature is irreparably 
damaged by fires. Please be most
